The Crawford AuSable 
School Board has received just 
over two dozen candidates for 
the district’s superintendent job. 

Carl Hartman, an associate 
executive director for the 
Michigan Association of School 
Boards, said 25 people have 
submitted resumes for the 
Crawford AuSable superinten- 
dent's post. 

Crawford AuSable School 
District Superintendent Milli 
Haug submitted her letter of res- 
ignation to district officials last 
month. . 

Haug, who has been the 
school chief for four years, is 
taking the superintendent's posi- 
tion for the Coldwater 
Community School District in 
southern Michigan. 

The district is seeking a 
school chief who will continue 
to build on student achievement, 
who is a team player with the 
staff, students and community | 
‘and who ‘has a strong under- 
standing of school finance and 
education law. 

Hartman said school board 
members have a strong crop of 
candidates to consider.

Conservation groups 


to challenge Mason 
Tract well drilling

Angler and conservation groups contesting a plan to drill a gas 
well under the Mason Tract vowed to bring a permit issued to drill 
the well into a lawsuit against federal officials. 

The Federal Bureau of Land Management approved a permit to 
drill for Savoy Energy, a Traverse City oil and gas firm which has 
leases to explore for gas under the Mason Tract. 

The Mason Tract includes 4,500 acres of pristine land located 
along the South Branch of the AuSable River which was donated to 
the state in 1954 by auto executive George Mason on the condition 
that the land be left pristine, in it’s natural form. 

The application to drill the well was approved because Bureau of 
Land Management officials deemed that no significant environ- 
mental impact would be caused by the drilling and there is no need 
for an environmental impact study. 

Federal officials said that parties can appeal approval of the per- 
mit to the State Director and to the Interior Board of Land Appeals 
in Washington D.C. 

Contestants can also request a stay on drilling operations if they 

can demonstrate it is in the public’s interest to grant the stay and can 
prove irreparable harm will be caused if the stay is not granted. 

In June, a lawsuit was filed in U.S. District Court by the Anglers 
of the AuSable, the Sierra Club and the Mason family against the 
U.S. Forest Service for approving a site operations plan for the well 
drilling. 

Rusty Gates, the president of the Anglers of the AuSabie, said that 
approval of the drilling permit will be challenged in the suit. 

“We will certainly bring that into suit and request a temporary 
stay so that nothing can be done while the suit is in progress,” Gates 
said, 

The litigants are challenging the federal government for approving 
the permits because extensive ehvironmental studies on the impact 
of the drilling, and site operations have not been completed, Gates 
said.

water project.

Groundwater and water from 
the AuSable River entered the 
water main. 

Chad Beckett, the city’s 
Department of Public Works 
director, said it was unclear 
where the pipe was located 
because it is made out of transite 
— a cement like compound — and 
could not be detected with a 
metal detector. 

Beckett added that remains of 
a former lumber mili and other 
debris was also unearthed while 
excavators were digging their 
work trench.

Commissioners are giving a plan 
for a health, fitness and recre- 
ation center proposed for the 
community a closer look. 

The county board at their 
recent meeting heard a proposal 
from Craig Wieland, a partner in 
the Lansing development firm 
Wieland-Arten, which special- 
izes in developing affordable 
health, fitness and recreational 
centers for small and rural com- 
munities. 

Consulting with YMCAs in 
the Midwest, the developers have 
streamlined the planning and 
design process fot recreation 
centers, 

Under the oiseeeat which has 
been presented to about 30 com- 
munities in the state, the devel- 
opers would build a 31,000 
square foot recreation center. The 
facility would include a_ pool, 
gymnasium, aerobics and weight 
lifting area, conference room and 
“tot watch” area. 

“It is a quality of life tool to 
retain and attract people to your 
community,” Wieland said. 

Through a private-public-part- 
nership, Wieland said the devel- 
opment firm would retain owner- 
ship of 10,000 square feet: of the 
building to lease for profession- 
al offices, The developers would 
pay about $30,000 a year in taxes 
for the offices, 

The space would be marketed 
to personal trainers, nutritionists, 
physical therapists, dance 
instructors and chiropractors 
who may have their clients use 
the recreation center. 

It would cost about $5.1 mil- 
lion to build and furnish the facil- 
ity. 

Wieland said business officials 
would be tapped to promote a 
bond issue to pay for the facility. 

Tony Fragale, president of the 
Lansing Metropolitan YMCA,

projected that about 1,500 people 
in Crawford County would be 
members of the facility, and it 
would take about three years for 
the recreation center to become 
self sustaining. 

Fragale added that the operat- 
ing firm, whether it be the 
YMCA or some other entity, 
would help negotiate the mem- 
bership rates with county offi- 
cials,

The history of the Soo Locks is 
teally the story of the settlement 
of the Midwest and the rise of the 
region’s industrial might. The 
St. Mary’s River separates Lake

navigation of this river impossi- 
ble. Native Americans and later 
white settlers were forced to 
portage their smail boats around 
the rapids to reach Lake 
Superior. Larger ships had to 
have their cargo unloaded and 
then moved by wagon to the 
other side of the rapids where it 
was loaded onto another ship, 

In the 1840’s extensive copper 
and iron mining began in 
Michigan’s Upper Peninsula, and 
several boomtowns soon sprang 
up along Lake Superior’s shores. 
Due to the lack of roads, all trav- 
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el and trade was done by boat. 
The increased traffic soon made 
it clear that continuing the load- 
ing and unloading of cargo at 
Sault Ste. Marie would not be 
feasible. 

In 1852," Congiéss'“’ 
the State of Michigan to use as 
compensation to the company 
that would build a system of 
locks between Lake Superior and 
the other Great Lakes. The pro- 
ject was undertaken by the 
Fairbanks Scale Company due to 
their mining interests in the 
Upper Peninsula.

Michigan led the nation in iron 
production for almost 50 years. 
Even today, about 22 percent of 
the tron ore produced in the 
United States comes from 
Marquette County.

The MacArthur lock is used most 
often and can accommodate 
ships up to 800 feet long. Larger 
ships need to use the Poe lock as 
it can handle ships of up to 1000 
feet in length. 

The Soo Locks shaped the 
economy of the Great Lakes 
region. Today, the locks can 
handle more cargo than the 
Panama Canal. Common cargos 
that pass through the locks 
include iron ore, limestone, coal, 
gtain, cement, salt and sand. 
The Great Lake shipping indus- 
try and the Soo Locks have 
helped many industries stay 
competitive. 

The sesquicentennial celebra- 
tion of the Soo Locks will end 
soon. But the positive econom- 
ic effects will be ongoing as will 
our efforts to expand the locks.

to lift Antrim gas well spacing in 
Otsego and Montmorency coun- 
ties so that a-twin well can be 
drilled between 25 and 200 feet 
away from an existing well. 
Because the oil and gas industry 
has shown blatant disregard for 


_ the environment and ¢éhe rights of 


individual property owners and 
that they are virtually unregulat- 
ed and unmonitored the petition 
must be denied. 

In 2001, a serious oil and gas 
related contamination in Hayes 
Township, Otsego County was 
discovered and only recently 
became known to the public. (It 
is interesting to note that no fines 
have been imposed for this major 
violation of regulations.) Merit 
Energy wants to dump this mis- 
take into Kolke Creek, the 
headwaters of the AuSable 
River, which would be devastat- 
ing to the wetlands, creek and 
river. The Michigan Department

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End Suicide Bombing 


The Washington Post reported 
a new international policy repre- 
senting police chiefs has broad- 
ened the use of deadly force by 
telling officers to shoot suspect- 
ed suicide bombers in the head. 
The reason for this policy is to 
prevent the bomber from setting 
off any explosives elsewhere on 
his/her body. The threat does not 
have to be “imminent” but the 
police officer needs to have 
“reasonable basis” for believing 
the suspect can detonate a 
bomb. The Post said behavioral 
profile or signs would be like 
“wearing a heavy coat in warm 
weather, carrying a backpack 
with protrusions or visible 
wires, nervousness, cxcessive 
sweating or an unwillingness to 
make eye contact.” 

Attempts by the International 
Humanist and Ethical Union to 
request the U.N. Human Rights 
Commission in Geneva to con- 
demn killing of innocent people 
in the name of any religion were 
silenced by U.N. representatives 
from Islamic nations. Muslims 
on the panel silenced the request 
and condemned it as an attack 
on Islam. The request had been 
made because of high ranking 
Muslim clerics who have said 
that suicide bombers cannot be 
treated as apostates. On the con- 
trary, a Saudi Cleric issued a 


wa saying ‘terrorist ,action 
against innocent Britons was a 
legitimate target. 

Perhaps such reaction is part 
of the reason the French recent- 
ly ejected 12 Islamic preachers 
of hate from their country. The 
London bombing apparently 
awakened the French to the pos- 
sible bombing of Paris. Nicolas 
Sarkozy, the interior minister 
introduced this tough new anti- 
terrorism package. He said, ‘“We 
have to act against radical 
preachers capable of influenc- 
ing the youngest and most 
weak-minded.” So the French 
are rounding up Imans and their 
followers who are fueling anti- 
western feeling among impres- 
sionable young French Muslims 
and returning them to their 
country of origin which most 
commonly for France would be 
the north African colonies. 

American immigrants take the

$120 (up from $90), individual 
adult season passes are $70 (up 
from $60), and student season 
passes are $25 (no change), For 


local seniors (62 and over), free 
lifetime passes are available. 

For those who don’t purchase 
season passes, gate fees will be 
$5 for an adult (up from $4), $4 
for students (no change), and $4 
for seniors (no change). The gate 
fee for middle school games will 
increase from $2 to $3. 

“The (season) pass is still your 
best deal,’ Pummell said. 

Season passes are now on sale. 
They can be purchased at the 
Grayling High School office, or 
at the first home games of the 
2005 fall sports season, 

In the spring, the school plans 
to institute a “per car” charge for 
admittance into the baseball and 
softball games. In prior years, 
there was no charge. Season pass 
holders do not have to pay the 
“per car” fee.
